"The acquisition. “by the British 
Museum of apecimena of the Otsuyo 
‘jof Japan directs attention to a 


“branch of Oriental. pfetorial art of 


which up to the present too Httle

MORE SHIPS AND LESS MEN 

The Soclety of Consulting Marina 
Engincers and Ship - Surveyors has 
concluded its investigations into the 
dearth of certificated marine engincera 
in the Merchant Navy, and has just 


| jasued a valudble report. The increase 


in now. and complicated forms of 
machinery on ships ond tho drop in 
tho number of certificated men js dwelt 
upon, 
aro criticised, and the suggestion i* 
made that a‘ third-class certificate 
should be Introduced. ° 

The report has been sent to the 
Board of Trade, the Shipping Federa- 
tlon, Ltd., and the Chamber of Ship- 


ing. : 
P Ie will probably be conceded that the 
Soclety ‘of Consulting Marine En- 
gincers and Ship Surveyors, as a body, 


isreminently qualified to investigate’ 


and express on authoritative opinion 
upon this Important aubject. The 
mombers consist largely of men who 
have themselves qualified as seagoing 


.| engincers, and whose present duties in. 


elude, amongst othors the engaging, 
supervising and training of sea-going 
engineers for the Merchant Navy for 
both steam and motor’ vessels, 

The society has for some years past 
given its most serious attention to 
this matter, and by means of Its local 
organisations in the principal shipping 
centres of the United Kingdom is in a 
unique position to collect first-hand 


information on the subject. The ques’ 


tion has been debated and considered 
and the experience and opinions of the 
members collated from the following 
centres:—London, Humber, Tyne and 
Tecs, Scotland, Liverpool, and the 
Bristol Channel. 

The present roport.is, therefore, the 
result of the deliberations of local com- 
mittees and sub-committees, also dis: 
cuasions at general meetings, all of 
which have been finally collated by the 
council of the, society. 5 

Mr. Edmund Wilson, of Messrs. 
Wilson and Burletson, consulting. en- 
gineers, of Nowcastle-on-Tyne, read 
an exhaustive paper at that port in

BRITISH "TANKER 
JUDGMENT ° OF ‘ROTTERDAM 
COURT OF INQUIRY 
SLACK REGULATIONS 


The Court of’ Navigation at 
Amsterdam have. delivered judg- 
ment .in the inquiry into the fire on 
board the British tank steamer 
Vimeira at Rotterdam, when ten men 
were killed. . Fe AE 

The Court found the ; outbr + to 
have been caused by the. considerable 
quantity of petral discharged from the 
steamer “being ignited by a passing 
vessel, which apparently cannot be 
blamed. The discharge of oily sub: 
atance from the.tanker, however, had 
been allowed by gross carelessness on 
tho part of responsible members of the 
staff of the Rotterdam Dry Dock Com: 
pany and one or two of the ship's 
officers, The Court point out that if 
tha tide had been running inward, the 
results of a quantity of petrol floating 
on tho water ih a busy fairway might 
have been even more disastrous. 

In the opinion of the Court the clean 
ing out of tanks. at sea had not beon 
performed efficiently, and several hun 
dredwelghts of petrol had been dis 
charged overboard while the mixturo 
of water, rust and petrol should have 
been dealt, with in another manher te 
prevent danger, and the. steamer 
should not hava been moved until the 
final cleaning out of tanks had been 
completed. : 

Netherlands law only permits a very

BOILER INSPECTION 
‘Expansion of Service 
ioe Urged 


A substantial expansion in: the 

Federal Steamboat Inapecti 1 Service 
must take place to cope witn the in- 
creased responsibilities placed upon it 
aso result of the growth of the U.S, 
merchant marine, is the opinion of the 
Supervising Inspector’ General (Mr. 
D. N. Hoover), whose annual. report 
was: recently made public (states e 
Washington messoge). The minimum 
number of additional inspectors needed 
in order to bring the servica up to 
the desired point of efficiency . Mr. 
Hoover places at 50, ‘pointing out that 
with his present inadequate force it ig 
physically impossible to make the re- 
quired ‘number of inspections and re- 
inspections. — . 
Under the present system, the xeport 
states, it is impossible to maintain a 
uniform administration of the Inspec: 
tion laws, rules and ‘regulations in 
connection with hull and boiler con- 
struction, aa the responsibility now 
rosts with 47 different boards of loca) 
inspectors, which may arrive at 47 dif- 
ferent sets of opinions,’ To remedy this 
situation. Mr. Hoover -urges the crea- 
tion of a central organisation of techni- 
cal experts at Washington who will be 
competent to pass upon the construc- 
tion of hulls.and boilers from an ac: 
cufately scientific point of view. 

Considerable progress was made dur- 
ing the year in bringing regulations in 
connection with steamship . inspection 
up to date to meet modern conditions, 
the report points out, Among new and 
additional requirements. recommended 
by the Board of Supervising Inspec: 
tora to ensuro greater safety at sea 
were a lifeboat-lowering test, tent 
crows in rowing ships’ lifeboats, an 
tests for releasing hooks’and davita of 
lifeboats, . ee ow

“What I actually said was that} 
the evolution of democratic institu- 
tlona, had taken, a long time in our 
own country,,and even now was not 
perfect. I hoped that with the cd- 
(operation of the Indians we might 
“be able to evelve ‘a workable scheme 
in the best Interests of all, and in 
this matter the Labour Party was 
absolutely sincere. 

““T hope my .Indlan friends will 
not be ‘misguided by such mislead- 
_ Ang reports.’. I deplore the attitude 
oof the Congress ag much as I de- 
plore the attitude of the Tories and 
the Press, who are causing the pre- 
sent embarrassment, and I trust my 
Indian friends will rally round the 
proposals of Lord Irwin, than whom 
there is no better friend of India.”
